Fifty years ago ‘Walter Hagen 
received 15 cents a round in Roch- 
ester, N.Y. Back in 1913 when 
Francis Ouimet, a former caddy, 
defeated Ray and Vardon, the Bri- 
tighers, over his home @#ourse at 
the Country Club, Brookline, Mass., 
he did more than sell golf to the 
American nation.

Today there are almost 300,000 
caddies in America, aged @ to 16, 
They annually earn $70,000,000, ex- 
clusive of tips. Prices for caddies 
toiday range from $1.50 to $3.50 
for 18 holes. Some states have a 
minimum caddy fee of $1.75 a round 
for experienced, and $1 a round 
for inexperienced boy-. Most kids 
in a day on the golf course hope 
to make $6, by carrying two bags 
on two rounds, plus tips. In’ fact, 
if they don’t earn from $40 to $50 
a week, they are likely to quit. 
There are other jobs elsewhere 
which pay better. So, modern golf 
clubs are facing the problem not 
only of what many players consid- 
er excessive costs in caddy fees, but 
also a caddy shortage.

One reason for. Britain’s golfing 
decline in recent years has been 
the age of their caddies. The Bri- 
tish caddy was a professional—a 
porter, as it were—who seldom as- 
pired to learn the game.

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Creepy Crawlies 

Mr. Fred Waterhouse, lecturer in 
the Zoology Department of Dundee 
University College, has compiled a> 
formidable. list of creepy-crawly 
stowaways found on ships being 
unloaded in British. ports. 

They include—--tree - climbing 
lizards, scorpions, - mosquitoes, 
tarantula spiders, praying mantis, 
canal rats, -beetles, poisonous 
snakes, and large-sized cockroaches. 

Usually they sneak aboard in 
foreign ports where the weather 
is warmer than *here, and are often 
dead when discovered because of 
our more’ stringent climate. 

Most “popular” ships for these 
unwanted visitors are the banana 
boats which offer tempting accom- 
modation inside the banana crates. 
One dock labourer at Manchester 
found a live snake which offered 
no protest when he curled it up in- 
side his cap. Then he took it along 
to Manchester University and 
proudly displayed it to a zoologist. 

The zoologist took one look at 
it, hurled the cap and its contents 
into the nearest sink, and told the 
labourer he was lucky to be alive. 
The snake was a krait, a venomous 
small snake common in India. 

Eagles, Too! 

With the exception of the cobra, 
it is believed to kill more. human 
beings than any other snake. 

Scorpions often steal a free pas- 
sage among the cargo, and there 
have been occasions when dockers 
have refused to unload ships be- 
lieved to contain: such creatures, 

The tail of the scorpion bears a 
yenomous sting which can inflict a 
serious wound, but it is rarely fatal 
to a man in good health. But dock- 
ers have had to be taken to hospital 
for treatment after being attacked 
by scorpions.

At The Time Of The Judges 
Judges 2:8-—~17; 21:25. 
Memory Selection: Blessed is the 
nation whose God is the Lord. 
Psalm 33:12. 


The lessons of this quarter re- 
sume the study of the history of 
Israel and extend from the begin- 
ning of the period of the judges 
to the end of Solomon's reign.

Why Cultivate 

Weed killing is only minor rea- 
son for cultivation. The main pur- 
pose is to put the soil in condition 
that favors growth of the flowers 
and vegetables we plant. Most 
soils, especially the heavier sorts, 
if left uncultivated will pack down 


so hard that plants either good or. 


bad have little chance to flourish. 
Cultivation keeps them open, breaks 
up the hard lumps and lets in nec- 
essary air. In time, cultivation alone 
will greatly improve the texture of 
soil, though the addition of humus 
and fertilizer will speed the, pro- 
cess, Experts usually cultivate their 
gardens, both flower and vegetable, 
once a week during the main grow- 
ing season, that is from the time 
the soil is fit to wore in the spring 
until, say, mid-July. “This weekly 
cultivation is not much of a chore 


after the first digging or plowing 
in the spring. Much of it can be 


accomplished simply by dragging 
a cultivator (either hand®or tractor 
powered) Over the ground lightly. 


\WVeeds do not get much of .@ 
chance to grow big in a week, 
though they will be a lot tougher 
to handle if left undisturbed much 
longer than that. It is really amaz- 
ing how growth spurts along after 
a good. cultivation. Especially is 
this true if the job is done after a 
shower, Then it not only loosens 
the ground but it also very mater- 
jally conserves moisture by check- 
ing evaporation.

A Healthy Garden 

In pioneer days, it is true, 50 far 
as gardens were concerned, there 
were not nearly as many bugs 
jurking around as is the case to- 
day. These things increased as the 
country opened up, and if they 
didn’t originate in Canada they soon 
hitch-hiked here. Today we are 
literally surrounded by all sorts of 
things that will quickly ravage the 
garden unless we are on the alert. 

But it is not difficult to have 
fine flowers and crisp vegetables 
even with all their enemies. The 
first care should be to keep the 
garden in healthy condition. A well- 
cultivated, well-fertilized plant is 
the first and main defense. 

Of course specific bugs and di- 
seases will require specific counter 
measures. Fortunately modern sci- 
ence has kept well abreast of the 
new - troubles. Careful gardeners 
will always be on the watch for 
any attack, will examine any da- 
mage like wilted or partially des 
troyed or eaten leaves, will regard 
with suspicion any sudden check. 
Careful gardeners will also sup- 
ply themselves with some sort of 
a duster or sprayer and the proper 
materials to go with them. There 
is all sorts of equipment available, 
and for the small garden it is not 
necessary (é spend more than a 
dollar or two. 

As a general rule; insects that 
eat the foliage are attacked with 
a poison such as DDT, arsenate of 
lead, etc., while those that suck out 
the juices like aphids and other 
plant lice are controlled with pre- 
parations incorporating ‘nicotine or 
tobacco solutions, lime, sulphur or 
special soap. Finely ground sulphur 
dust is an excellent preventive for 
diseases like rust.

This Was The First 
* * , 
“Delicious”? Apple 

One might consider it a miracle 
that, from one seed, an apple could 
grow that in time produced one of 
the world’s outstanding apple 
varieties. This is exactly what hap- 
pened with what we now call the 
Delicious apple. : 

In about 1870, Mr. Jesse Hiatt 
discovered his orchard north of 
Peru in Madison County, Iowa, a 
young seedling, which was growing 
outside of a row of apples. Know- 
ing that most seedlings were worth- 
less, he cut this young’ sprout. off 
and thought ro more about it until 
jt sent up another vigorous stem 
and then he decided that if it want- 
ed te grow so badly, he would let 
it grow. In due time, this seedling 
produced fruit. He thought so much 
of it that he first named it thé 
Hawkeye, honoring his adopted 
state of Iowa. He tried for years 
to get local nurserymen interested 
in propagating and introducing this 
variety without success. 

In 1893, the Stark Brothers Nur- 
sery at Louisiana, Missouri, were 
holding their annual fruit show, in- 
viting anyone interested to send in 
especially new seedling varieties. 
Mr. Hiatt sent in a few specimens 
and they came to th~ attention of 
Mr. Clarence Sta k, who immedi- 
ately fell in love with the apple. 
However, in some \ ay, the name 
and address of the sender had be- 
come lost, so no contact that year 
was made with Mr. Hiatt. Mr. 
Hiatt being a persistent man, sent 
ano'*er sample the next year to 
tne same show, and this time Mr. 
Stark immediately got in touch with 
Mr. Hiatt and, tirough a contract, 


secured propagation rig’ {- for this 
apple. 
There are two stories told as to 


how the apple was finally named. 
One was that a fiend of Mr. Stark, 
while testing thir new seedling 
apple, exclaimed. “De'icious.” The 
other story is that Mr. Stark kept 
a notebook in which he jotted down 
favor:{. names and among them 
was the name tha was fina'y decid- 
ed upon to give this new variety, 
which in time became the most 
popular apple variety in the worl, 
It is claimed that there are more 
Delicious apples than any# other 
one variety.—From “The Osiginal

“Dairy farmers in Canada today 
have a hard struggle in front of 
them. They have lost many of 
their markets. Milk and butter 
consumption by Canadians has de- 
creased. The challenge to the far- 
mers is to build up that consump- 
tion, and. their best chance of 
doing so is by direct dealing with 
the trade; through telling the people 
what they have to offer; and by 
seling their products at the lowest 
possible prices which will give 
them a reasonable return on their 
inveatment and labor.”

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Of Noah’s Ark 


Six French explorers were slated 
to leave Paris June 13 to look for 
traces of Noah’s Ark on the Turk- 
ish flank of Mt. Ararat, legendary 
resting place of the Ark after the 
great flood subsided. : 


The expedition, led by Jean de 
Riquer, noted Arctic explorer, has 
special American apparatus capable 
of determining the age of wood. 
Two cameramen are ready to re- 
cord traces of the elusive Ark if 
they find it. 

This is the first expedition to 
beat the Soviet blockade on Ara- 
rat explorers since Dr. Aaron J. 
Smith, dean of the People’s Bible 
School, Greenboro, N.C., failed to 
find remains of the Ark in a 15-day 
search in September, 1949. 

Several ‘other explorers have 
tried to succeed where his five-man 
‘expedition failed, but the Russian 
Government has foiled them by 
making strenuous protests. to the 
Turkish Government, holding that 
the explorers were western spies. 

The 17,000-foot peak, highest in 
the Caucasus, is situated close to 
the junction of the Russion, Turk- 
ish, and Iranian frontiers, but the 
remains are thought to be on the 
southwestern flank, in Turkey. 

The. French. expedition, which 
will join with a Turkish priest in 
Turkey, also intends to collect 
mineral, zoological, and botanic 
specimens from the mountain. 

The authority for looking on 
Ararat is in the Bible, which says, 
in the eighth chapter of Genesis: 
“And the ark rested in the sev- 
enth month , .. on the mountains 
of Ararat. And the waters decreas- 
ed continually... .” 

The first recorded attempt to 
find the remains was made by a 
German explorer, financed ‘by the 
Czar of Russia, in 1829. He failed, 
but the legend persisted. World 
iaterest was revived in 1916 when 
a Russion aviator flying over the 
Caucasus claimed to have seen 4 
vessel perched on the 17.000-foot 
pueak. 

The Communist revolution in- 
tervened and all news of the Ark 
was suppressed in Rus ja—the new 
rulers felt that discovery -would 
strengthen belief in the Bible. 
Nothing more was heard of the 
pilot. 

Unable to talk to the aviator, 
archaelogists had little to work on. 
Some said the remains would be 
half the’size of the liner Queen El- 
izabeth, others predicted a few 
spars strewn over the mountain- 
side.

| «t's an ill wind that blows nobody 
good,” is an old saying™that will ap- 
ply to the supply of Canadian cheese 
available to the domestic market this 
year, say officials of the Diary Far- 
mers of Canada, While producers of 
cheese milk will be taking seriously 
reduced prices for their product, con- 
sumers on the other hand should find 
'an abundance of excellent Canadian 
| cheeses on store shelves at moderate 
| prices. Reason for the extraordinary 
| Supply of fine cheddar is the loss of 
| the United Kingdom market which 
last year absorbed 28,000,000 pounds 
of Canadian cheese. ‘ 

Dairy Organization officials point 
out that one of the curious facts 
about cheese consumption in Canada 
ig that though we produce some of 
the world’s finest cheddar, Canadians 
are not. heavy consumers of cheese. 
Last year Canadian per capita con- 
sumption of cheese amounted to 4.6 
pounds as compared with 7.5 pounds 
per capita in the United States. - 
planation of Canada’s low capita con- 
sumption probably arises “from. the 
traditional attitude towanl cheese 
| marketing which looked to the export 
market rather than to the domestic 
bossa for the disposal of surplus 
| product. Only in recent years have 
merchandisers of cheese in Canada 
/ begun to take seriously the prefer- 
| ences of the domestic consumer. Re- 
| cent consumer research has indicated 
| that such preferences do exist and 
‘there is some general progress being 
made in meeting quality and ‘packag- 
ing requirements of the Canadian 
housewife. 

In cheese merchandising one rich 
| field has been largely overlooked, Am- 
| erican tourists, in spite of the abund- 
ance of cheese at home, are extremely 
fond of Canadian cheddar. Many 
|-eople in the cheese industry are of 
the opinion that hotels and restaur- 
ants catering to the tourist trade 
could feature Canadian cheese on their 
menus more often with profit to all.

"A Felt Bag That's. 
Simple To Make 


The bag is made of felt, which 
can be bought in all the hues of 
the rainbow. The choice of size is 
yours, too, depending on whether 
you need a small purse, large shop- 
ping bag or a knitting bag. If you 
wish to line your bag, the small to 
meditim-sized bags take about % 
yard each of felt and lining. Lining 
may be either of contrasting light 
felt, or a. taffeta or rayon. 


You need no pattern, To make a- 


handy zipper bag, cut two circles 
in the size you wish, then cut a 
long straight strip about three 
inches wide, and long enough to 
go around their circumference (this 
connects them), The edges may be 
blanket-stitched but more often 
they are pinked and then sewn on 
the machine with an outside seam. 

Make a slit in the long strip for 
a zipper, and add felt handles. 
Simple, isn’t it? This bag in vari- 
ous sizes can serve as a vanity 
case, a child’s purse or a smart 
shoulder bag. 

If you prefer a drawstring bag, 
just cut two felt rectangles, about 
8 by 10 inches (for a small bag). 
Pink the edges and round off the 
lower corners, then “sew together, 
leaving the top open. Face the top 
edges and a space for the draw- 
string (doubled felt or silk cord) to 
run through. Line the bag with 
bright taffeta, and trace and cut 
out a felt applique to set off the 
purse. 

For a small shopping or knitting 
bag, cut two rectangles about 12 
by 15 inches, Snip off the lower 
corners instead of rounding them. 
Then make a three inch gusset 
from a straight piece of a con- 
trasting shade and sew it between 
front and back, down one side, 
across bottom, and up other side. 
Leave top open, and attach a wide 
double strip of felt (about 3 inches 
wide) for a handle, sewing one 
end to the front and the other to 
the back. 

Decorate with any simple felt 
flowers and leaves. Tulips are easy 
to draw and cut out. Whatever 
you do, have at least one “original” 
summer bag—designed and made 
by you.

If was introduced to Canada in the 60's by officers of ships 

from the Old Country, who played in Montreal and Quebec on 

3-hole courses, and in 1873, six years after C nfederation, a group 

of the original players met in Montreal, and @reated the Montreal 
Golf Club, since re-named Royal Montreal.

Of course Canada had great winter sports programs, away 
back beyond, and through Confederation. 

There were skating races in the winter, dating as far back as 
1859, when officers of the Montreal Garrison raced to Quebec, a 


tidy run. : 

” The first covered rink built in Canada, according to such re- 
cords as are available was built in the Ancient Capital, hilly Quebec 
city in the middle 1850's, Montreal followed dilatorily in 1859, and 
in the same year organized the Montreal Skating Club. In 1862, 
there ‘was built in Montreal, in what is now the heart of the 
Canadian metropolis the Victoria rink, where gala fancy dress 
balls and carnivals were held. This rink holds hockey history, too, 
for here the first Stanley Cup games of all times were played, in 
the dowdy ninéties. 

And there was football, whether English Rugby or soccer, 
we couldn't say. But the Montreal, Football Club was formed in 
1868, a year after Confederation. There was *tobogganing, too, and 
snow-shoeing, with the Montreal Snowshoe Club formed in 1840. 
And there would be many paddling contests then, certainly not the 
great regattas of today, but the canoe was then a useful form 
of conveyance, and tests of speed would be a natural outcome. 

So young Canada, in 1867, had plenty of sport, plenty of fun, 
sport in its truest amateur sense, mostly, and young Canada lived 
@ pretty good life without radios, automobiles, bicycles, and a lot 
of the gs which are regarded as ntial in these more high- 
pressure times. It must have been a good life then, with no threat 
of A-bombs or H-bombs, no Communists, and none of a lot of 
things we could very well do without,

We'll wager that the amount of 
fish allowed to spoil before, or 
during, transport home must go 
into the thousands of pounds an- 
nually, This, of course, is sheer 
waste—is a legal offence, to be- 
strictly accurate. Yet there is no 
great trick, in carrying fish even 
in the hottest weather. Ice, plenty 
of it, is the answer. These new 
portable ice boxes are just the 
thing, but if you haven't got one— 
(I haven't) a butter box is ideal. 

* * 2 

Put a layer of sawdust on the 
bottom of the box, then crushed 
ice, then fish, more ice, more saw- 
dust, more ice, another layer of fish, 
then ice, sawdust. Repeat this until 
the box is full. Don't skimp on 
the ice. Top off with sawdust and 
for a lid use a chunk of old car- 
pet, something I’ve found exceed- 
ingly good for the purpose. If no 
carpet, then use some heavy can- 
vas or several layers of newspapers 
or heavy cardboard. Even on the 
most sweltering day this will carry 
your fish for several hours, long 


enough to get from, say, the Parry 
Sound area to Toronto. Be care- 
ful to place the fish box some- 


where that the melting ice won't 
slosh over the rest of your lug- 
gage, although it’s surprising how 


little it does melt on an average 
trip. * * 

If you're on a vacation don’t 
save the fish you catch on the 


early days to bring home. Days in 
an ice box don’t make ‘em worth 
a darn. Just keep those you get 
the day before rettrning home. If 
ice is unavailable- wrap the fish 
in several layers of wet newspaper 
and get ice at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. ° . ° 

Clean fish before giving them to 
neighbors. Sure, “it’s nice to be 
hig-hearted, but if the fish land 
uncooked in the garbage can you've 
done a great disservice to conser-

Art Of Paper-Making 


No industrial saga is more fas- 
cinating than the story of paper. 


It did not start with wood, but 
wood has largely taken it over. 

Over eighteen centuries ago, the 
Chinese invented the, art of macer- 
ating vegetable fibers and then 
matting them, on woven wire 
screens under water, into thin flat 
sheets. The materials first used 
were mulberry bark, old fish nets, 
hemp and rags. The papyrus of 
Egypt was probably the most wide- 
ly used writing material of ancient 
peoples and gave the name to 
paper, but it did not meet the spe- 
sifications of paper as the Chinese 
made it. Inner filaments from the 
stalk of the papyrus plant. were 
flattened wet, -laminated in 
several thicknesses, - pressed to- 
gether, and. dried in the sun, Pa- 
pyrus was really light leafy 
form of plywood

Memory Selection: Teach me Thy 
way, O Lord, and lead mé in a 
plain path.—Psalm 27:11. 


It is always refreshing to find a 
man who possesses the great com- 
bination of humility and faith. With 
such men the Lord can achieve His 
purpose.

Political life is 
full of evil; In too many ways un- 
scrupulous men exploit the people. 
The poo are oppressed, the weak 
are crushed. We must adventure for 
the defeat of all that harms or hurts 
our fellows. 

The noblest act of all in Gideon's 
life was the refusal of a crown 
when it offered no opportunity for 
serving nmren. The man who would 
lead for. ambition’s. sake always 
ends a slave, but he who adventures 
for others will find his kingdom 
awaiting him, for he will be crown- 
ed in the hearts of those for whom 
he sacrificed. 

The lesson illustrates the import- 
ance of morale. The fearful were 
sent home as well as those lovers 
of ease who laid aside their armour 
while they drank. The victory was 
won by men of faith. God give 
us more such men today.

Tolerating flies in the farm yard 
is not only unsanitary and unneces-, 
sary but expensive. According to 
the agricultural chemicals depart- 
ment of Canadian Industries Limi- 
ted, the tormenting attacks of flies 
can reduce the milk flow of dairy 
cattle by as much as 15 per cent, 
considerably more when flies are 
extremely bad. Beef production 
may be decreased by one-quarter 
to one-half pound per day—or'a to- 


during the fy season.

To keep a farm “fly-clean”, some 
suggestions are offered by J. A. 
Oakley, noted entomologist: 

ee © * 

Install screens wherever neces- 
sary and practical. Haul out man- 
ure and spread it at least once a 
week, Manure is the most serious 
single source of fly trouble on the 
farm, Don’t let fly-breeding rub- 
bish accumulate. Spray animals at 
least evety four or five weeks dur- 
ing warm weather, —

For spraying buildings, 50 per 
cent DDT. wettable powder or lin- 
dane wettable powder: are reccom- 
mnded. But they should not be 
sprayed on milking animals or live- 
stock being fattened for: slaughter, 
he warns. Instead, a 50 per cent 
methoxychlor wettable powder 
should he used.

These control methods are effec- 
tive with houseflies, horn flies, 
stable flies and other species that 
prevent cattle from grazing peace- 
fully. * + * 

Flea beetles, Colorado beetles, 
leafhoppers and aphids—the ‘major 
insect pests attacking the Canadian 
potato crop—can be controlled with 
one insecticide—DDT. Those who 
prgfer to dust may use a three per 
cent DDT dust while those who 
favor spraying have a choice of a 
50 per cent DDT powder or a 25 
per cent DDT emulsion. At least 
100 gallons of spray or pounds 
of dust per acre are recommended 
in ¢arly applications. These am- 
ounts should be increased in later 
applications to allow for increased 
foliage area.

Orchids In Britain 


Favourite flower of the British 
Government today is the orchid, 
for British-grown orchids are most 
important dollar-earners, sought 
after by “enthusiasts all over the 
world. 


Growers in that country have 
improved the orchid almost as 
much as they have the wild rose, 
and whereas in the old days enor- 
mous sums were paid té intrepid 
collectors who sought rare orchids 
in remote places, today, thanks to 
hybrid breeding, collecting © un- 
known orchids is not profitable. 

The most common orchid is the 
Early Purple, which flowers from 
early spring until late summer in 
damp meadows and by streams. 
Shakespeare loved this plant, and 
called it “Long Purples” and “Dead 
Man’s Fingers.” 


A rare spécimen which grows in 
the south and south-east counties 
of England is the Man Orchid. | 

The most lovely pecimen, how- 
ever, is now almost extinct in the 
countryside.

Getting Wild Honey From A Bee Tree 


I have received a number of 
great thrills in along life, such as 
the notification that I had qualified 
for' my doctorate, the reception in 
New York harbour in late Decem- 
ber 1918 after the first World War, 
the citation from the President on 
receiving an honorary degree from 
Harvard, but, believe me, these 
thrills are all in class B as com- 
pared to the one I got when I 
first found a bee tree unaided. 


The finding had an amusing se- 
quel. The hole was about eight feet 
up the bole, too far to reach but 
near enough for the bees to be 
very conscious of an intruder. I 
started proudly to blaze my ini- 
tials on the tree when [. became 
conscious of a roar and the air 
seemed to grow dark above me. | 
turned and ran just in time, nor did 
I return to finish blazing the tree. 
Later, I related the event to George 
Smith who covered me with con- 
tumely, That a man should find 
a tree and then be driven off by 
the bees before he could: blaze it, 
Smith regarded as a disgrace. He 
assured me that he woyld take up 


_ the tree himself without benefit of 


veil or gloves. : 
I knew better than to argue, but 


’ on the appointed time when he, my 


brother and I went to take up the 
tree, I brought two veils and two 
pair of gauntlets. When we got 
to the tree I set about collecting 
dry stuff for a smudge, a matter 
which Smith said was quite unnec- 
essary. I was downhill from the 
tree when he went to work. I 
heard the axe fall perhaps a half 
a dozen times, and then there was 
a siren-like -vail . . . and Smith 
came charging through the woods, 
a stream of angry bées behind him 
like a comet's tail, That was one 
swarm which defeated the intrepid 
Smith. He borrowed my brother's 
net and gloves, my brother went 
off and hid in the woods, and with 
net and glove protection and a 
smudge as well, we cut down the 
tree and took up the swarm. We 
got sixty pounds of honey... 
Either. wild honey is more tasty 
than the domestic variety or one’s 
exértions have made it seem 580. 
My guests have always agreed that 
my wild honey is more aromatic 
than any one can buy. I -imagine 
the answer is that strained wild 
honey is a blend, while domestic 
honey is generally of one variety. 
The taste of honey varies widely

rows of conical glass flasks, as in 
a chemist’s laboratory. In these 
flasks are the infant orchids, lying 
on a hed of agar-agar, a gelatine 
made from seaweed which provides 
just the nourishment they need. 

When they are a quarter of an 
inch high the orchids are trans- 
planted into pots containing sphag- 
num moss, root soil from certain 
ferns, and fibre. Several more trans- 
plantings take place until finally, 
in the sixth to eight years, the 
orchids. bloom. 

First orchid to be brought into 
Britain was admired not for its 
beauty, but for its use in the 
kitchen. It was Vanilla, the pods of 


' which yield the familiar flavouring.

which it is made. Clover honey, 
foolishly the most prized, is the 
most insipid. Golden rod honey is 
golden yellow and spicy. - Buck- 
wheat honey is,. if anything, too 
pungent and heavy as molasses. 
The honey of Provence, made from 
wild thyme, has a special piney 
taste. In straining wild honey 0 
attempt is made to separate the 
varieties, and the result is a blend, 
varying somewhat according to tree 
or season, but always more inter- 


esting than the domestic variety.— .

Q. What is the most efficient 
method of drying a sweater after 
washing, so that it will not get 
out of shape? 

A. Make a hammock of a piece 
of mosquito netting or other thin 
material. Hang this hammock in 
the sun and lay the sweater on it. 
Be sure that the hammock is drawn 
out flat so the sweater is not 
doubled up. 

Q. How can I prevent the tar- 
nishing of brass articles such as 
candlesticks and fixtures? 

A. Try lacquering them. They 
will not tarnish and also will not 
require as much polishing, é 

Q. How can I clean artificial 
flowers? 

A. Put them into a jar of clean- 
ing fluid, seal, and shake well. All 
soil will disappear. 

Q. How can I dry a wet book? 

A. Do not dry near a fire, or it 
will warp, If water has been 
spilled on a cherished book, place 
some blotting paper on each side 
of the wet leaves and press with 
a moderately warm iron, treating 
each leaf separately. Then the 
leaves will neither warp nor 
wrinkle. 

Q. How can | treat scars that 
have been left on the face by 
pimples? 

A. Bathe them regularly with a 
solution of boracie acid, followed 
by an application of zne oint- 
ment 
Q: How can I relieve perspiring 
hands? 
A. Try applying two oF three 
times a day, or at least nightly, an 
astringent lotion consisting of one 
part boracic acid to twenty parts 
of water, and then dust with talcum

Q. How can I remove auto- 
mobile grease stains from a gar- 
ment?

If there were a Society for the 
Prevention: of Cruelty to Insects | 
should certainly be in trouble. And 
no doubt 1 would have plenty of 
company, It was this way. I was 
looking at our shrubs, thinking it 
was time the pruning shears were 
put into operation, when I noticed 
the flowering elders had most of 
their leaves chewed off. “Now what 
on earth is doing that” I won- 
dered. Closer inspection gave the 
answer. Under the leaves and al- 
ong the stalks were dozens—-may be 
hundreds—of light grey caterpil- 
lars. about an inch long. Different 
from tent caterpillars but appar- 
ently just as restructive. And I 
was destructive too! I put a large 
paper bag into a tin pail and into 
it 1 dropped every leaf I could find 
that had a caterpillar: on it. After 
more than an hour's work I put 
the bag into the kitchen stove and 
set a match to it without my con- 
science troubling me at all. , 


Where lies the difference, | won- 
der? I couldn’t be unkind to any 
sort of bird or beast but yet I 
took an unholy joy in cremating 
those horrible caterpillars. In fact 
while I like animals I don’t like 
insects at all—except ladybirds and 
spiders—spiders because of their 
fascinating web-spinning industry. 


But now | think of it a spider’ 


isn’t an insect but belongs to a 
class of animals called “Arach- 
nida” which also includes scorp- 
ions, mites and ticks. In Greek 
mythology Arachne and .Minerva 
tried to outdo each other in the 
art of weaving. The goddess Ath- 
ena—or Minerva-——was. 50 jealous 
of Arachne that she turned the 
poor girl into a spider as she work- 
ed—and so spiders have been spin- 
ning and. weaving ever since. 
After doing my best on the elder- 
berry bushes I turned to a couple 
of mountain ash trees, which I 
have been nursing from infancy. 
These 1 found were bein attacked 
by another type of caterpillar— 
golden-brown in colour. . 1 pro- 
ceeded to give them the sat treat- 
ment as the others. As | did so I 
wondered why so many destruc- 
tive insects are: allowed to plague 
our existence. Life would be 80 
much pleasanter without them. 
But still, bugs notwithstanding, 
we don’t have to look far to find 


reasons for rejoicing. We have all 


our first crop hay safely stowed 
away in the barn—and it is in first 
class condition. The weather has 
heen uncomfortably warm of late 
but it has certainly shortened the 
haying season, Now we shall have 
time for other work before the 
second cutting is ready—which is 
just as well as we have quite a lot 
of extras in the offing—which have 
nothing to do with farming. 

One of our little chores this past 
week has been -rescuing some of 
our livestock from conditions 
brought on by their own folly. 
Cut in the calf pasture at the back 
of the house two little heifers, 
Whitey and Red, bave been graz- 
ing all summer, Whitey is quiet 
and contented and takes her feed 
where she finds it. But Red wants 
whatever is on the other sides of 
the fence and is continually poking 


her head through the wide wire 
mesh ‘to get it. Sometimes her 
head gets caught, sometimes it 
doesn’t.

—quite confident that she will be 
rescued. The other day as | did 
exactly as she expected | \fell to 
thinking what a resemblance’ there 
is between Red and Whitey to 
various types of people. We have 
human beings like Whitey, indus- 
triously earning their living, going 
their own quiet way, giving no 
trouble to anyone, nor getting into 
any kind of jam from which they 


expect someone to come along and

In a government affice in the sha- 
daws of Westminster Abbey an ex- 
ecutive leafs through a thick book 
containing every detail of the Coro- 

ation of King George VI, fifteen 
years ago. 

To-day it is like a pilot’s beok 
charting a mighty river of pomp 
and pageantry, an encyclopaedic 
“inquire within” to the most solemn 
and elaborate ceremonial of church 
and state. 

It shows that the last. Corona- 
tion took eleven months to prepare 


and cost the Ministry of Works 
alone nearly half a million. On this 
evidence officials know that the pre- 
liminaries of. our new Queen’s 
crowning will take at least a year 

.. and wistfully they explain that 
in these days of labour shortage 
and scarce. materials, its going to 
be a rush even at that. 

Yet already the first swift memos 
are changing hands: “Dark blue 
and slver-grey hangings used as 
Abbey background for Ceorge V, 
blue and gold for George VI. Sug- 
gest rose and silver for Queen EI- 
izabeth?” 

The British national flair 
improvising gorgeous royal occa- 
sions must now be harnessed to an 
intricate meshwork of historic pre- 
cedent, and from relative obscurity 
emerge all manner of officers and 
dignitaries to discharge traditional 
duties or claim hereditary privi- 
leges. 
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Heralds, pursuivants, swordbear- 
ers, ushers of the Red Wand and 
the Green, Gold Stick, Silver Stick, 
the Clerk of the Cheque . .. on the 
great day these furittionaries will 
appear in their magnificent emproi- 
dered costumes, an. essentiel part 
of the spectacle.

The doctors are inquiring into the 


conditions of allergy, the strange 
sensitivity that in one way or an- 
other affects one person in every 
three, sometimes with alarming re- 
sults, The discomfort of hay fever, 
with its watering eyes and sniffles 
caused by floating pollen, is the 
best-known of allergic symptoms, In 
one instance, a woman's skin peeled 
and her life was in danger merely 
because she had taken home a 
bunch of chrysanthemums. Another 
patient collapsed on smelling a ball 
of musk in a museum, These were 
cases in a million. ae cate 

Many asthma victims cannot 
sleep on a feather pillow, and over 
00 specific causes of asthma have 
already been traced, ranging from 
pork chops to the smell of seaweed.

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Fireflies Reveal 
Energy Secrets 


A gopd deal has been written 
about Dr. William JR. McElroy, 
Johns Hopkifs biologist, and his 
annually renewed tempting offer of 
a quarter for every hundred living 
fireflies that are brought to him. 
Hence the youngsters around Bal- 
timore are busily engaged in cap- 
turing fireflies these days. One 
enterprising imitator of Tom Saw- 
yer induced his playmates to work 
for him at cut rates and thus col- 
lected 27,000 fireflies in one season. 
which he sold at a profit to Dr. 
McElroy. Last summer nearly half 
a million bugs were turned in. The 
boys and girls who caught them 
in nets kept ‘them in the family 
refrigerator. 


What Makes Them Glow? 
Why does Dr. McElroy want half 


» million fireflies every year? His 


object is to discover what makes 
them shine. 

As long ago as 1885 it was dis- 
covered that the firefly needs two 
substances to glow. One, called 
luciferin, is a compound that easily 
combines with oxygen; the otlier, 
luciferase, is an enzyme or living 
catalyst that speeds up the pro- 
cess of oxidation. Dr. McElroy 
isolates luciferin and luciferase from 
hundreds of firefly tails and partial- 
ly purifies them. 

When luciferin and luciferase are 
brought together there is a flash 
of light. Though this is interesting 
it does not explain how the firefly

Source of Energy 
That this should be so follows 
almost as a matter of course when 
we remember that plants convert 
the energy of sunlight into chemical 
energy.

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No Women Allowed 
For 1400 Years 


Though in a fast ‘plane. one can 
hop the Atlantic in a matter of 
hours, the Pacific in days, and sci- 
entists are now conteniplating trips 
to the moon, there still remain cities 
that one cannot enter. 

The best known of these ts 
Lhassa, the capital of Tibet, a 
country which recently was closed 
to all foreigners. Perched some 
16,000 feet above the sea; storm- 
raked Himalawan passes must be 
crossed to enter it, and the country 
is swept by freezing gales. 

Its great palace of Potala, tow- 
ering higher than the dome of 5t. 
Paul's, is one of the most impres- 
sive buildings in the world, Tibet 
has ever been a country hostile 
to strangers and to new ideas, and 
when some years ago a body of 
young Tibetans, after studying en- 
gineering and science in Europe, 


returned home, they, took back nia- 


chinery with the intention of set- 
ting it up for the common weal. 
But the lamas hurled the machinery 


‘ over a precipice. 


In 1934, permission was.-actu- 
ally granted for the lighting of 
some government offices and streets 
by means of electricity. After por- 
ters had manhandled hundreds of 
tons of material over passes higher 
than Mt. Blanc, the cases were 
loaded on. yaks and carted to 
Lhassa, where Mr. R, D. Ringang, 
a Tibetan who studied in London, 
had to paint out. all sacriligeous 
foreign lettering and substitute 
Tibetan characters, 

Mecca is another renowned holy 
city which is taboo to all but gen- 
uine believers. Richard Burton lift- 
ed the veil from Mecca, ‘and after 
him a few intrepid Europeans. All 
went there in disguise, for they 
realized that if denounced a pain- 
ful death would follow rapidly. 

Hardwar, a town it Northern 
India, is not a safe place for the 
European when the annual festival 
of the Hindus takes place. A spécial 
festival is held every twelve years, 
and at this period the city becomes 
exceedingly dangerous. Hardwar is 
the first town touched by the holy 
Ganges on its tortuous journey 
through the plains to the sea. Be- 
cause of this it has became sanc- 
tified, Holier far, and infinitely more 
inaccessible, is Kulu, high in the 
lofty, icy Himalayas, the goal of 
thousands of pilgrims. 

Once the mountains are reached 
there are no friendly caravanserial 
and food is scarce. Few, indeed, 
have the nerve to face the final, 
dreadful stretch—the terrible, sway- 
ing ropeway, stretching 2,500 feet 
from the edge of one precipice to 
another. 

A hard wooden seat is suspended 
from the rope by.a pulley. On this 
the pilgrim seats himself and is 
/pushed off. The rude conveyance 
travels at such a speed that smoke 
issues from the rapidly heating 
rope. Sometimes a passenger loses 
his grip through sheer terror or 
dizziness and is dashed to pieces 
many thousands of feét below, in 
which case his sins are automati- 
cally washed away. If he survives 
the ordeal he is supposed to have 
acquired sufficient merit to prosptt 
during the coming year! 

Theh there is Ordam Padshah, 
second only in holiness to Mecca, 
which lies in the hinterland of 
Chinese Turkestan. It is a lost 
city in the desert, its nearest neigh- 
bours being the romantically sound- 
ing Kashgar and Yarkand. 

. Kissing: Deadly Sin 

Ordam Padshah is another city 
in which the stranger would find 
it inconvenient to be discovered. 
It is as hot as a bakehouse, yet, 
during the month of Ramadan, 
when outsiders who are Believers 
are allowed in, no food must be 
eaten between dawn and sunset. 

To kiss a woman in such cir- 
cumstances is a deadly sin for 
which the most rigorous penances 
are enforced. 

Another very holy place, guarded 
most carefully against intruders, is 
Jebel Sinjar. It lies in a narrow, 
sunbaked defile near Ain Sefin, 
which once harboured a quarter of 
a million inhabitants--the last of 
the devil worshippers.. Now, only 
60,000, of Kurdish stock, remain 

The holy place at Jebel Sinjar 
is the tomb of Sheik Adi, and those 
fortunate enough to slip past the 
guardians may listen to the preach- 
ing of the ‘pirs’ (preachers who are 
also hermits), and shiver as the 
‘quchags’ (musicians) clash their 
cymbals. They can watch fascinated 
the pantheistic rites and the fakirs 
who dance dizzily till blood oozes 
from their lips and noses.

Prevention of accidents on the 
farm is a subject I have frequently 
written about in this column. . Still, 
the warnings you heeded yesterday 
won't do you any good if you forget 
all about them today: so the fol- 
lowing taken from an, article in 
“Canada’s Health and Welfare” are 


well worth reading — and profit- 
ing by-too!

Canada, with a population of 


roughly 14 million, has a farm 
population estimated at three and 
one-half niillion and this group 
represents a segment of the popu- 
lation which is extremely vulner- 


able to the effects of fire, accident, 


or illness. On a farm, where illness 
or accident to one person may 
bring production to a standstill for 
many days, there is much truth in 
the slogan “one out, everybody 
out.” 

* * * 


lf a store in a town or city burns 
there is generally some other place 
where the business can be carried 
on. When farm buildings burn, 
years of work and an irreplaceable 
harvest often go up in the flicker 
of an eye. Illness, accident or death 
on the farm are often vastly more 
important in the production pic- 
ture than similar events in urban 
areas.

And the farm, through the years. 
has been the site of a relatively 
high percentage of accidents. The 
accidents occur on all parts of the 
farm—in the fields, the barns and 
the home.

Surveys of farm accidents indicate 
that falls, encounters with cutting 


_or piercing instruments, and crush- 


ing account for 71% of the total 
of lost time through accidents. Al- 
most 27% of the time lost is due 
to accidents such as kicks from 
farm animals. and misadventures 
with tractors and motors. Burns 
are responsible for the balance 
= e = 


Unfortunately for farm produc- 
tion, statistics indicate that by far 
the majority of farm accidents hap- 
pen to people in the working years. 
In fact, 84% of all farm accidents 
happen to people between the ages 
of 14 and 64. Fifty-eight per cent 
of the accidents occur in the fields 
and 27% in the home or outbuild- 


ings, ‘so naturally the provinces 
with the greatest acreage ander 
cultivation in proportion to the 


farm population will have the high- 
er incidence. In other words, it 
seems that accidents are more apt 
to occur on large farms worked by 
a jew people than on emall, more 
staffed farms

Fire is the worst accident hazard 
on most farms. Many farm homes 
are of highly inflammable construc- 
tion and employ heating methods 
that ere relatively dangerous from 
the point of view of fire hazard 
In addition, many. farms still em- 
ploy methods of illumination ‘in 
home or barn that -are potentially 
dangerous. A sizeable percentage 
of our farm homes have been con- 
structed by inexperienced, if will 
ing, labor, and often the chimneys 
and stovepines could be considere’ 
a menace.

Thus an average of 80 
farm homes per year aré™ lost 
through fire. The death _ tolls 
during this four-year period were 
576 and 553 respectively. Fifty- 
five per cent of the victims in rural 
areas and 51% in urban areas were 
children. Farm homes are often 
particularly vulnerable to fire be- 
cause. of ‘their remoteness from ef- 
fective firefighting equipment and 
the lack of an adequate supply of 
water under pressure

Authorities are agreed that edu- 
cation) presents the only permanent 
solution to the dangers of farm 
accidents.

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Travelling By Train In Modern India 
Just Like “Good Old Days” Of Jesse James

Train travel in India has all the 
thrills of riding an old mail train 
into Jesse James’ territory with the 
guards deep: in a poker game in 
the caboose. 

Not only are Indian trains the 
most crowded in the world. THey 
also hold what is probably the 
world’s record for crime commit- 
ted on railways. 

To get an idea of the over- 
crowding on Indian trains, double 
the number of” passengers who 
ride the U. S. rails and reduce the 
number of U. S. passenger coaches 
by 40 per cent. The staggering 
total of 1,307,000,000 passengers, 
or the equivalent of more than 
half the world's population, rode 
Indian trains last year. 

The crimes these passengers 
faced ranged from murder, with 
robbery as its motive, to the filch- 
ing of light bulbs from third class 
compartments, a seemingly uni- 
versal practice. 

Although the chances of a train 
being wrecked “by sabotage are 
fairly remote (only 23 out of 229 
attempts at train-wrecking were 
successftr] last year), the possibili- 
ty that it may hit a cow is a live 
one; it accounted for 5176 accid- 
ents, or 23 per cent of last year’s 
total. 


Inasmuch as almost all robberies 
occur in first and second class 
coaches, these upper classes of 


travel have become increasingly 
unpopular. 
No feudal baron ever secured 


the gates of his castle with more 
care than that exercised by the 
average first class passenger in 
bolting the doors and windows of 
his compartment before retiring at 
night. : 

The windows, themselves, are 
protected by iron bars, giving the 
coach the appearance of a prison 
car used in hauling chain gangs. 
Despite these precautidns, there 


were 849 frain robberies and thefts 
last April alone. 


Most exponefits of fair-play felt 
that things bad gone a bit too far 
when an ex-cabinet minister was 
slugged and robbed on the Bom- 
bay-Madras Mail recently by a 
pair of thugs, one of whom was 
armed with “a rusty dagger,” ac- 
cording to press reports. , 


His assailants gained entry by 
using a slim youth who slipped hie 
head and shoulders into the nar 
row space between window bars. 

In the minor leagues, traveling 
without a ticket is a sport which 
has a sizeable portion of the popu- 
lation as enthusiastic adherents. 
Nearly eight million dead-beats

Everyone Has Fun When 
Gabriel Plays His Piano 


by JACK P. GABRIEL 


Pianist Bernard Gabriel is hav- 
ing the fun of discovering that 
while a first experiment can be a 
flop, the next try can succeed. He's 
finally made the grade with his 
novel “Piano Recital of Tomor- 
row.” 

“Audiences have been getting the 
same routine treatment at concerts 
for so long that they are apath? 


etic,” the dark-haired composer- 

teacher says. “I thought I'd try 

something new.” \

But the audience, accustomed to 
musicians deserting the stage for 
a few minutes which gave them 
time to chat, sat in silence, won- 
dering what he would do next. 
When he merely returned to the 
piano, they shared a sense of frus- 
tration. 
novelty and critics denounced the 
attempt. 

“Tl gave up the idea of trying to 
change anything,” Gabriel says 
now. “It seemed the public want 
ed to do exactly what they have 
always done, but what the box 
office indicated .they had weariél 
of,” 

A few days later, at a session 
with a pupil, Gabriel had an inspi- 
ration. “I began to get other ideas 
about my attempted change in 
concert form,” he said. “It occur- 
red to me too late that | had miss- 
ed the boat about a lot of things 
that would have made my concert 
more interesting.” 

Gabriel made a brave decision; 
if he tried it again, and the at- 
tempt flopped once more, it would. 
seriously damage his reputation for 
further concerts, 

Once more announcements were 
sent out for a “Piano Recital of 
Tomorrow,” and when an audi- 
ence had assembled they again 
found the stage decorated like a 
room. But this time they were

As you stand at the railing, look 
into the Baker Street study, you 
can’t help feeling that Holmes and 
Watson have just quit the room— 
bound, perhaps, for Paddington 
Station in a hansom cab.

It’s a room of Victorian charm 
and clutter, with Holmes’ arm- 
chair on one side of the fireplace 
and Watson's on the other. 


On a long deal table stands a 
tray with half-empty teacups, half- 
eaten crumpets and napkins just 
tossed. down. In the silver butter 
dish are the bullets Holmes has 
carelessly flung there (they “were 
taken from the body of a man 
murdered in 1895), an on the back 
of the door, hangs Holmes’ deer- 
stalker and Inverness, together 
with Dr. Watson's tall silk hat and 
respectable black coat. 

Beside the fireplace is the coal 
seuttle where Holmes kept bis 
in one corner the acid- 
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stained table at which he, worked 
out his experiments in chemistry 
and next to it, the wax bust of 
Holmes, draped about with his 


mouse-colored dressing-gown. (The © 


latter items figured heavily in “The 
Empty House.”) ; ; 

There is also the big desk at 
which Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
wrote the Holmes stories. On it, 
is Holmes’ famous 
glass.

There are various and sundry 
other wonderful things in - this 
cosy room: the Persian slipper 
holding Holmes’ shag tobacco; a 
harpoon like the one that killed 
Black Peter; cigarettes from the 
year 1897; the “agony columns” of 
the London newspapers ready and 
waiting for Holmes’ perusal. 

The red welvet curtains are drawn 
against the raw and inclement 
weather of Baker Street; off- 
stage, there are sound effects of 
horses’ hooves clip-clopping across 
the cobbles. 

The game is afoot. 

As you leave the lodgings and 
find yourself back: on 59th Street 
again, you'll see a red car at the 
curb, its sides lettered “Holmes 
Electric Protection. Burglary Ser- 
vice.”
